C R U IS E R C H A R L E S T O N . 


E ig h te e n a n d a Q u a r te r K n o ts a n H o u r 
w ith 5 ,2 2 3 H o r s e -P o w e r , 
Sa n F rancisco, May 14th.—Shortly after 7 
o’clock last evening the news was posted at the 
M erchants’ E xchange th a t the cruiser Charles­ 
ton was entering the Heads, aud the news be­ 
com ing noised about, a large num ber of people 
visited the dock to see h er as she passed along 
the front. At 8:15 the vessel anchored off the 
Union Iron Works and the Naval Board landed. 
c u e of the Board dec.arcd last night th at the 
Charleston, w ith a developed horse power of 
5,600, is one of th e fastest fighting ships in the 
world and w ill the few modifications to be 
m ade at the works she will not only be able to 
excel w ith 7,000 horse power the record of the 
Naniwa-Kan, her sister ship, but threatens to 
rival the one or two exceptionally fast cruisers 
w hich have covered nineteen knots. During 
the seventeen m inute run of the Charleston in 
Santa Barbara C haunel on Saturday the actual 
horse-jwwer developed 
was 5.223, at which 
an average speed of eighteen and a quarter 
knots was m aintained, w ith 107 revolutions of 
the propellers. 
The trip, he said, was a very successful one. 
The steering apparatus worked to a charm . Ail 
the boilers aud auxiliaries, aud everything p er­ 
taining thereto, w orked all right under forced 
draught. In fact, the boilers m ade more steam 
than the engines could possible . >rk off. The 
failure to get sufficient horse-poiver was owing 
to a defect th a t w ill be very readily rem edied. 
The air-pum ps w ill be overhauled and all de­ 
lects m ade good. It is confidently expected th at 
w hen the Charleston next leaves sho will m ake 
a successful trip aud com e up to the expecta­ 
tions of_ her builders anil most ardent well- 
wishers,[and more th an satisfy the requirem ents 
of the governm ental test. It is very probable 
tliRt the vessel will not again go down to the 
Santa B arbara channel, but th at w hen the sea 
is sm ooth anil all conditions favorable the 
Charleston will start out uud m ake the four 
hour’s continuous run. 
Naval Constructor F’ernald said: “ I cannot 
say too m uch in favor of the sea-goiug qualities 
of the Charleston. She is a beautiful sea-boat. 
H er hull is rigid and seaworthy. W ith the 
heavy seas we encountered in crossing the bar 
when bound out, and the heavy southwesterly 
swell we m et w ith ali the way up, the cruiser 
had a good test, and in regard to her sea-going 
qualities, they more than cam e up to our expec­ 
tations. She is a splendid boat—a credit to her 
builders and to the State. N otw ithstanding th 
heavy seas w hich som etim es cam e solidly half­ 
way up the jack-staff1, the onlv dam age result­ 
ing w as a tw isted stanchion supporting a ta r­ 
paulin.” 
An editorial in the New York Times of this 
m orning sa v s: A m ishap to the Charleston’s 
m achinery prevented her from developing the 
horse-powcr guaranteed. It is too earlv to form 
a correct judgm ent, but the Charleston is en­ 
titled to m any m ore trials if she should need 
them .

S a n F r a n c isc o , May 14th.—The Grand Lodge 
of California, 1. O. O. F., m et in the thirty- 
seventh annual com m unication at Odd Fellows'

The report of Grand

Alfred tor a 
M arshal to capture Irorse-thieves, I apijoiated a 
couple of deputies and sent them to that point 
I also apjxduted. at the request of an ofln ero f 
the Atchison Railroad, eight of their employes, 
most of whom were conductors constantly pass­ 
ing through the Territory, iu anticipation of

The full num ber of 
Deputy M arshals iu O klahom a appointed by me 
is nineteen, besides the tig h t tem porarily ap­ 
pointed at the request of the railroad com pany. 
” 1 believe th a t a lew of m \ deputies have at­ 
tem pted to file on as m any tracts of land in the 
Territory, but I know m any ot them have not, 
aud w hile I instructed them not to do so, w hen 
they saw them selves surrounded by irom 500 to 
700 persons at G uthrie and at least one-halt that 
num ber ut Oklal10 1.11, w aiting for the hour of 
12 to come. 1 do not w onder th at some of these 
deputies w ho wt reserving without pay and only 
there iu the interests of good oider took the 
fever aud attem pted to get a home. As to mv- 
self. I never attem pted to hom estead a foot of 
land, either in O klahom aor any other Territory 
or State.” 
In a postscript M ashal Jones says, “ The 
country is absolutely quiet la ukl& hom a and I 
am astonished at the raise reports of bloodshed 
circulated by th e papers. There has not been a 
single person k illtd by violence in th at territory 
since th e 22d of A pril.”

The candidates assem bled at Jasper's church 
and m arched down to the river iu a tody, some 
o ’ them singing as they w ent along the streets, 
w hile others were rejoicing over the fact that 
they bad been saved from sin. The services 
and baptism s lasted two hours. 
Jasper is a m an nardy enough to oppose the 
Copem iean sjstem of astronom v. w hich he de­ 
clares is contrary to the Bible, ile belongs to 
the Baptist denom ination and is the pastor of 
an im m ense congregation. He was born a slave 
aud is so exceedingly ignotant th at, as he him ­ 
self says, he does not venture to read some por­ 
tions of the Bible in public because oi the hard 
words in them . 
His idea as to the shape of the 
earth is taken from Revelations, vil., 1 : “ And 
after these things I saw four atigt-ls standing on 
the four corners of th e earth ,” from w hence he 
gathers that it is square and “fixed and steady 
in the sky.” 
“ The sun do m ove” is th e basis (if 
hi* theory, w hich he strenuously m aintains, 
both by lecturing and preaching.

law ever credited to a woman. 


THE CELEBRATED GAIHES CASE. 


The decision of the Supreme Court of 
the United States on Monday, in the 
(■raines case, brings to conclusion one of 
the most famous lawsuits and legal con­ 
tentions known to our history and proba­ 
bly has no parallel in the legal annals of 
modern times. The Court affirms the de­ 
cision awarding the executors of the estate 
of Myia (lark Gaines the sum of $567,000, 
to be paid by the city of New Orleans. 
Myra Clark was the daughter of Daniel 
Clark who came from Ireland to New Or­ 
leans in 1770, where, thirty-three years 
later, he inherited his uncle’s valuable 
property. He represented Louisiana in 
Congress at one time and held oilier im­ 
portant positions. 
He died in 1813, leav­ 
ing his property to his mother, who had 
followed him from Ireland. 
His partners; 
Relf «fit Chew, were his executors. Reputed 
to he a bachelor, he was also understood to 
have had a liaison with a beautiful mar­ 
ried French woman, Zulirne des Granges, 
and by her had two daughters. One of 
these, Myra, was born in New Orleans iu 
1802, and was cared for by a friend of 
Clark’s and lived for years in the family 
of Colonel Davis of Philadelphia and was 
known as Myra Davis. 
By accident the 
girl found certain papers among those of 
Colonel Davis that revealed the secret of 
her birth. 
In 1832 she married W. \V. 
"Whitney of New York, through whose re­ 
searches, some of them very romantic, it 
was discovered that Clark had made a will 
leaving his estate to Myra, Davis being 
the witness to the fact, and that Clark 
acknowledged the child. Other witnesses 
were found also, some of them in Cuba, 
and a suit was commenced to establish 
the 
right of Myra as an heir, 
and 
years after, in 
1856, 
the 
Louisiana 
Court admitted the will 
to probate, 
though in fact the document was never 
fjund, but the proof that it had existed 
was positive. 
The question was then 
raised that an illegitimate child cannot in­ 
herit in Louisiana, whereupon two sisters 
of the mother of Myra were produced, who 
testified that Clark and Zulirne had been 
secretly married in Philadelphia, in 1803, 
a Catholic priest having officiated, and 
Zulirne having learned that her huaband, 
des Granges, at the time he married her, 
had a wife living, and therefore her mar­ 
riage to him was a nullity. That Clark 
never published the fact of his marriage 
to Zulirne, was due to his suspicion that 
she was untrue to him. 
8he finally de­ 
serted him and contracted a marriage with 
a third husband. 
The suit instituted for 
the recovery of the estate, which was now 
immensely valuable, attracted wide at­ 
tention throughout the country, because 
tome of the finest projierty in New Or­ 
leans was involved and hundreds of homes, 
and because of the remarkable vigor with 
which the claimant prosecuted it. 
It is a 
saying among lawyers that there is no 
record of equal jiersistence in any proceed­ 
ing by a single individual before an Amer­ 
ican Court. 


After a legal struggle that lias few, if 
any parallels in romantic interest, the 
Supreme Court of the United States bv 
■decree established the marriage of Clark 
and Zulirne and the legitimacy of Myra. 
The death of Mr. 
Whitney had left 
the young 
woman 
for 
a 
time to 
fight her battle against jtowerful interests 
alone, Cat in 1839 she married General 
Gaines, a distinguished soldier of the na­ 
tion who made the splendid defease of 
Fort Erie in 1S14, and for which Congress, 
Virginia, Tennessee and New York voted 
liim gold medals. 
He was foremost also 
in the war with the Creeks and Seminóles. 
His fortune enabled Myra to pursue her 
legal battles. 
Her legitimacy having been 
established, Mrs. Gaines, in 1S56, as stated, 
began her action to recover from the city 
of New Orleans valuable real estate that 
had been owned by her father, and in 186' 
she secured a judgment, the property being 
then valued at no less tliau $35,000,000 
Up to 1874 she had recovered of the city 
and of private parties projierty to the 
amount of $6,000,000. 
But the greater 
part of these immense sums failed to reach 
the courageous claimant, nearly all of it 
being swallowed up by costs and the fees 
of the score or more of eminent law­ 
yers of the nation, who during many years 
were related to the proceedings. 
In 1877 
a United States District Court, in one of 
the legion of suits brought, passed upon 
the question of the will again, and recog­ 
nized the legitimacy of the proceeding in 
which it had been admitted to probate, 
and commanded the city of New Orleans 
to surrender the claimed projierty and to 
account to 
a 
master for all its in­ 
come during the years since the time 
it had come into municipal possession. 
Many other defendants were interested 
in the decree. The Master in Chancery 
some yeaJS later reported the sum still due 
to be nearly two millions of dollars, with 
over a half a million of interest. 
From 
this deciskn an appeal was taken in 1883, 
and now a final affirmation of the rights of 
Mrs. Gaines is made. 


Under a former decision she might many 
years ago have turned out of their homes 


o T er 400 people, hut she refused to do so, 
pursuing the city in preference to distress­ 
ing these unfortunate possessors of the 
property. Many offers were made to her 
to sell out her interest to those who would 
have ousted the people without mercy, but 
she remained firm against temptation, 
though many times herself in want. General 
Gaines left her a fortune, but it all went 
in the effort to clear her mother’s name of 


T h e Charleston has returned to port, 
and receives the approval of the naval 
officers who accompanied her to sea.

W hen the 
Ensign wrote liis entries in the diary of 
the daily action of the several ships of the 
fleet, he could not have thought he was 
making records that would become impor­ 
tant twenty-four years later to settle the 
question whether an American naval offi­ 
cer played the part of a coward in the face 
of battle. But they certainly do settle the 
whole matter. 


W h e n the home office announced from 
Berlin that Consul Knappe had been re­ 
called from Samoa, the belief was that 
Germany was sincere in his removal. The 
latest news does not justify that belief be­ 
ing longer entertained, for it appears that 
Dr. Knappe is still officiating at Apia, and 
that he is, as heretofore, the chief cause of 
trouble iu that quarter.

S t . Pal-i., May 14th.—The election to day in 
Soutfi Dakota was for or against the Sioux Falls 
Constitution upou which the omnibus bill re­ 
quired another vote, and for tfie election of 
delegates to a convention to complete the work 
to be done before the Presidential proclamation 
of Statehood. The vote to-day was light, but 
the majority in favor of the Constitution was 
overwhelming, while the delegates elected to 
the Convention has been two Republicans and 
one Democrat, that division having beeH agreed 
upon belore the election. 
Iu North Dakota delegates were elected to 
the Constitutional Convention "which will con­ 
vene at Bismarck, on the 4th of July. Here, as in 
South Dakota, the minority partv (Democratic) 
was given one third of the delegates.

The pardon of Charles Reutter, who was 
convicted in San Francisco in October of 
last year of obtaining money under false 
pretenses, and sentenced to one year's 
imprisonment, recently granted by Gov­ 
ernor Waterman, was based upon informa­ 
tion that the prisoner has given his note 
for the amonnt of money wrongfully ob­ 
tained and that he desires to cancel the 
debt. He is a good mechanic, and can get 
work at any time. Besides, he has a wife 
and five small children, who are sadly in 
need of his support. The German Benevo­ 
lent Society were influential in securing the 
pardon, aud had given the Governor the 
assurance that Reutter was worthy of this 
consideration.

R. m'cloud. 
The following reasons are assigned for 
the pardon of R. McCloud, convicted of 
assault in Talare county in December and 
sentenced to 200 days in the county jail. 
He was found guilty of simple assault and 
was recommended by the jury to the mercy 
of the Court. Judgment was pronounced 
against him by Hon. C. H. Marks, Judge of 
the Superior Court of Merced county, who 
was at the time acting as Judge of the Su­ 
perior Court of Tulare county by request. 
The citizens of Tulare county think that 
had the Judge been acquainted with the 
good character and 
reputation of the 
prisoner, he would not have imposed such 
a severe judgment. The District Attorney 
and all of the jurors ask for the pardon. 
MATT. SULLIVAN, 
Who was convicted in Los Angeles county 
in February of this year of robbing a Chi’- 
naman upon the public streets at night, 
and sentenced to three years’ imprison­ 
ment. was granted a pardon for the follow­ 
ing reasons: The Chinaman identified him 
positively at the trial by a scar on his nose, 
and claimed that an electric light some 
blocks away gave sufficient light to enable 
him to see his assailant clearly. Since the 
conviction of Sullivan two men, Kirby and 
Gertnain by Dame, have been convicted for 
similar offenses 
and 
have 
been 
sen­ 
tenced 
to 
imprisonment 
for varying 
terms, and these men under oath and in 
the presence of Judge Wm. A. Cheney of 
the Superior Court of Los Angeles county, 
have confessed that Sullivan is innocent 
and that they committed the robbery upon 
the Chinaman. Underthesecircumstances 
Sullivan was given his liberty. 


C H A S. M A L L IS T E R , 
Who was convicted in Sacramento in Sep­ 
tember, 1884, ot grand larceny and sen­ 
tenced to eight years in the State Prison, 
was pardoned for the following reasons:

On this jiarticular occasion 
he had been drinking some, and bring left 
alone iu the store, he yielded to temptation 
and appropriated a considerable sum of 
money, most of which he returned at the 
time of his arrest. He pleaded guilty to 
his crime, thus saving the county the ex­ 
pense of a trial. His employers, whom he 
robbed, the District Attorney, Police Judge 
and numerous professional and business 
men of Sacramento, joined in his petition 
for pardon, and iu consideration of his 
previous good character and for the sake of 
his aged mother—who is now suffering 
from disease and Jack of proper care in her 
declining years, and who has hitherto 
looked to her only son and child for sup­ 
port—“ whose earnest and sorrowful plead­ 
ing for his liberty would appeal "to the 
sympathies of her most obdurate auditor,” 
the Governor grants the pardon.

THE FIRST DAT. 


A F av o rite B adly B eaten — Cool 
an d Cloudy W eather, B ut 
F ine Sporr. 


The spring meeting of the Capital Turf 
Club, after two postponements caused by 
rain, opened yesterday at Agricultural Park. 
The weather was cloudy and threatening 
all the forenoon, and drops of rain fell at 
intervals, deterring many from visiting the 
track. The officers of the club determined, 
however, to open the ball in the afternoon, 
unless the rain should descend heavily, 
which, fortunately, it did not. Indeed 
during the afternoon the sun broke through 
the clouds at intervals, and so far as the 
comfort of those in attendance was con­ 
cerned, it may be said that the weather was 
delightful. There was, all things consid­ 
ered, a good attendance, especially for the 
first day of a spring meeting. The grand 
stand contained quite a number of ladies, 
and the Hussar Band discoursed excellent 
music between the races and heats. 
The Judges for the day were J. W. W il­ 
son (President of the club), Chris. Green 
and Hi. Barton of Latrobe, El Dorado 
county. Robert Allen and Sid. Eldred 
officiated as timers, J. Wild and W. Ober 
as starters, and S. Cooper as flagman. 
FIRST BACK. 
The opening event was a five-eighths of 
a mile dash for two-year-olds, for the Lind- 
ley & Co. Gold Ribbon Stake, and the start­ 
ers were: L. U. Shippee’s chestnut filly 
Whisban, H. I. Thornton’s chestnut Ally 
Alice, and R. P. Ashe’s chestnut filly Mi- 
rope. 
In the pools Whisban brought $50, Mi- 
rope $20, and Alice $16. Later Alice sold 
for $16. and Mirope $10. 
There was little delav at the post, W his­ 
ban gettiDg oil in the lead, which she 
maintained throughout, increasing the 
apace between herself and the others from 
start to fiDish, and passing under the wire 
an easy winner, by some ten lengths, in 
1:04, Alice haling Mirope by about a 
length.

SECOND RACE. 
The second race, Brewers' stake, three- 
fourths of a mile and repeat, proved a 
surprise to the sports who usually plunge 
heavily on the favorite. The horses that 
stripped for the race were W. L. Applebv’s 
W hile Cloud, A. D. Harrison’s Hello, J. 
McBrides Long Shot, and Matt Storms’ 
Kildare. White Cloud was picked for an 
easy winner, and the talent made him the 
favorite at $25 against $10 for the field. 
After several attempts the horses got 
away to a fair start, White Cloud soon 
showing to the front, followed closely by 
Hello, the other two taking up the trail a 
length to the rear, which positions were 
held down the back-stretch. The horees 
swinging into the home-stretch in about 
the same order, except that Hello had 
crept up to White Cloud’s rtank. There 
was a rattling contest down the stretch, 
and at the drawgate Hello was nearly on 
even terms with the favorite, the others 
having lost a length. Nearing the wire 
Hello crept up steadily, an inch at each 
jump, and as the horses passed under the 
string it was thought by manv to be a dead 
heat, but Hello had the best of it by a 
nose, and won in 1:141. 
The field men were now in high glee, and 
the pools changed to $25 for the field and 
$10 for White Cloud. 
Second heat—Hello leaped to the front as 
soon as the flag fell for the start in the nest 
he8j^v¡th White Cloud lapping him.

As they neared the 
wire Long Shot made a shoot to the front, 
and showed a neck and shoulders in favor 
of Hello as they went under the string in 
1:18, White Cloud a length behind Hello, 
Kildare a couple of length behind him.

The favorite had been beaten in two heats, 
and two field horses had got them. The

dare both going to the stable. The pools 
started at $25 for Hello to $10 to $13 for 
Long Shot, but before the horses went to 
the post ;ney were selling on even terms. 
Third heat—Long Shot took the lead by 
half a length, but before the hoises had 
traversed half the distance to the turn they 
were on even terms, and ran like a span in 
harness ail the way to the wire, Long Shot 
making a spurt at the latter end of the heat 
and landing under the wire the winner by 
half a length in 1:19.

The third nn-^ last race for the day was 
for the Golden Eagle Hotel Stake, for 
three-vear-olds. one and an eighth miles.

ALONG TH E RIVER. 
The W ork o f R eclam ation on Grand 
Island—New Levees. 
The farmers along Old river, on Grand 
Island, have already commenced on the 
work of levee-building. Kercheval, Hall, 
Parvin, Figg and Green, Reynolds, Madge, 
Cardozo, Leary, Smith and others have 
portions of their levees built, and the work 
seems to be such as to warrant the reclama­ 
tion to be of a permanent character. It is 
certain that it will be such on Old river, 
and if the work on Steamboat slough is of 
the like solid nature it will make Giand 
Island the garden spot of California, and 
land will jump up in value to hundreds of 
dollars per acre. Two dredgers are work­ 
ing on the slough side. 
The breaks are closed, but some selfish 
individuals are yet allowing the water to 
run in through small ditches cut in the 
levee, in order to fill up some low spots 
with mud. This is a short-sighted policy, 
as they will have to pay their proportion 
for pumping out the water ; and besides, 
when a permanent reclamation is secured 
the low land will be better than the high 
land, as it will have more moisture. 
The Phelps ranch, opposite Walnut 
Grove, which was sold by the Public Ad­ 
ministrator recently to Howard Kercheval, 
is being cleared of wood, the levee is being 
overhauled and strengthened and the place 
will all be planted with fruit trees, prob­ 
ably in another year. The indications 
point to a light pear crop along the river 
this season. 
Senator Johnston, of Richland, states 
that the alfalfa crop which had been cut is 
valueless and is being burned up. There 
was probably over a " thousand tons of it. 
The grain will yield well, but the expense 
of harvesting it will be much greater than 
usual. The fruit (except cherries) has not 
been much damaged. 
BASEBALL TOPICS. 
Sacram ento’s New Left Fielder—Teach 
Not Going East. 
Roberts, the San Francisco ball-player 
signed by the Managers of the Sacramento 
Club to play left field, is a valuable acquisi­ 
tion to the nine. He is a second “ Live” 
Taylor in fielding, and is a good base- 
runner. His batting is one of his best ac­ 
quirements, and in fact he is a good all- 
around player. Sacramentans have seen 
him play in the Cleveland Club of the State 
League. 
Fudger, the pitcher of the Oakland Club, 
who was suspended by Manager Robinson 
for not showing up with that organization 
in last Sunday’s game, has turned up all 
right. It was stated on good authority, by 
the San Francisco papers on Mondav, that 
he had “ skipped” for the East. However, 
the Examiner said yesterday that on Saturday 
night he had been out late “with the boys,” 
and did sot rise from bed until Sunday 
afternoon. He went out to the ball-grounds, 
but seeing that the game had already com­ 
menced, he went home again. 
There has been a report in circulation 
that Veach is going East very soon. “Peek­

Wright yesterday developed the fact that 
there is every prospect of a Sunday train 
being run on the Sacramento and Placer 
ville Railroad in the near future. The 
Colonel slated that the matter was being 
now disenssed with every prospect of the 
service being entered upon.

->eople, and also to Sacramentans, who will 
je glad to avail themselves of the oppor­ 
tunity to take a run up that road, and visit 
various points of interest, such as the great 
dam that is being built, the Folsom Prison, 
the suspension bridge, Orangevale, etc. The 
people all along the route will also be able 
to get their Sunday U nion’s regularly.
